Response to Amendment 

This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's arguments and request for 
reconsideration of application 10/006,267 (12/03/01) filed on 03/28/07. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: 

I. Claims 1-17, drawn to a communication routing apparatus, 
classified in class 370, subclass 389. 

II. Claims 18-46, drawn to a invoice routing apparatus and invoice 
routing method, classified in class 705, subclass 40. 

The species are independent or distinct because they are drawn to two 
distinct species within the genus of routing apparatus. Species I is routing 
communications and requires input and output transmission line means. Species 
II is routing invoices. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, none are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a 
listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
